“ If ye have faith as a grain of 
mustard seed — nothing shall be 
imoossible unto you.'’ 
“How big is a mustard seed, any­ 
way'.’“ Flint a ?ked bis wife. 
“Well, let s go out in the kitchen 
and see.” she suggested. 
Fingering the tiny seeds, the idea 
eame to Flint that if he would car­ 
ry some of them in a pocket they 
W’ould remind him of the Bible 
verse. This tho: frht was followed 
quickly by the idea of fastening the 
seeds to something so they would 
be easier to keep. 
The first experiment along this 
line resulted in two plastic discs 


cemented together, with the mus­ 
tard seed visible * between them. 
Pleased with his ingenuity, Flint 
began in earnest to develop his 
idea. 
After 
spending his 
spare 
time for a year at the tedious and 
! often exasperating task in his base­ 
ment workshop, he was turning 
out transparent plastic balls the j 
j size of marbles with a m ustard! 
seed in the center of each. 
Gains National Market 
Last month, sales of the crea­ 
tion, the mustard seed remem- 
, brancer, passed the 100,000 mark. 
The unique jewelry piece is carried 
by persons throughout the United 
States and in foreign lands. Besides 
orders, the Flints have been de­ 
luged with letters of gratitude. One 
j was from Gloria Swanson, and an-

I America. 
Before the mustard seed symbol 


gave him a national market. Flint 
was a saleman for an aircraft sup­ 
ply firm. Now in a small factory in 
the Manufacturers Exchange build, 
ing. he and his wife direct pro­ 
duction of their creation, an as­ 
sembly - line 
process 
involving 
twelve major steps. 
A series (ft events that began m 
1947, when the couple was living 
in Philadelphia, was a factor in 
development of the mustard se^d 
remembrancer.

business setbacks, Flint recalled, 
he and his wife felt they had more 
than their share of worries. 
“We were worring about a lot 
of troubles we had.” he comment­ 
ed. “ and about 1,000 others we 
didn’t have.”

He began read­ 
ing about plftsMc» and other sub­ 
stances and made purchases of 
materials he had never previous­ 
ly beard of. In the early experi­ 
ments, m akeshift devices, includ­ 
ing inverted baby bottle nipples, 
were ired for molds it\io which the 
plastic was poured. 
Flint found plenty of need to re­ 
peat the Bible verse as he han­ 
dled the tiny seeds, which he de­ 
scribed as “aggravating things to 
work with.” He became so en­

Children who are blind, hard of 
hearing or have speech disorders 
are considered handicapped. It is 
difficult 
to 
com m unicate 
w i t h 
them or for tJhem to com m unicate 
with others. 
Too many 
children 
who 
are 
physically perfect suffer from the 
sam e handicap. A surprising num ­ 
ber of children arrive at 
school 
without learning 
to 
get 
their 
thoughts across to others. 
Children need practice in putting 
their ideas, needs and thoughts to­ 
gether in s way that they can say 
them. It isn't as easy for a child 
to express an idea as it is for an 
adult. The child has fewer worlds 
to use and some situations are be­ 
yond his ability to understand and 
explain. 
Reading helps children learn to 
use new words. Let your child tell 
you what he has read. Let him tell 
you in his own words. Often he will 
need to use words from the story 
to explain the action* 
It takes tim e and patience to lis­ 
ten carefully while a child's story 
goes on endlessly without really’ 
getting anywhere. Let hi*n! This is 
how he learns to use worlds. 
Hi“ may know what he wants to 
«ay, but not how to 
ay it. He is 
having a hard tim e 
finding 
the 
right words — and he may need 
some help in finding them — but 
that doesn’t m ean that he can’t. 
Tf we let our im patience push us 


into a game of "20 Questions,” we 
get the practice in using the words, 
while 
the 
child 
practices "Y es” 
and "No.” 
We want children to do and say 
the right things 3t the right time. 
If they are to learn sdc'al graces, 
they need practice 
in using 
the 
right word in the right place. 
When they are very young, child­ 
ren m ay need considerable prom pt­ 
ing to say “ Please,” "Thank you,” 
and "Excuse m e.” but at some 
point — the sooner the better — 
the prom pting should stow. 
The words aren’t the im portant 
thing. Children m ust learn to rec­ 
ognize the situation in which the 
words fit and say them for them ­ 
selves. 
The 10 - year * old child who 
still hears “Tell the m an. ‘Thank 
you,’ d ear” isn’t thinking and isn't 
learning. Someone else is doing it 
for him. 


The job of the parent in helping 
the 
com m unicate 
can 
be 
quite simple. N ature is on your 
side. One of the deepest desires 
of all humans is to communicate 
ideas and feelings to others. 
Children do have to be taught 
how to express them selves so much 
as* given a chance to learn to do 
it. And the best aid to this kind 
of learning is an interested listen­ 
er — you. 
As the child grows older, his ob­ 
servations and ideas become com ­ 
plex m ore rapidly than his voca­ 
bulary. 
Encourage him to take tim e to 
put his thoughts into words, his 
words into sentences and then say . 
them. Take time and waii for clear 
statem ents. 
There is no substitute lor logical 
thinking and communicating.

When the Spanish explorers es­ 
tablished the Madrid of the new 
world the Bootheel wa? known as 
the wasteland 
of 
Arkansas. 
In 
their quest for gold. they little 
dreamed of God* hidden treasures 
in the territory that would later 
become Missouri. The water alone 
that gushes frofn its springs is 
worth more than all the gold of the 
earth 
Missouri is both northern and 
southern. It is bounded by eight 
great states. Only two states sep­ 
arate it from Canada and two from 
the Gulf of Mexico. According to 
siZe there aré more mile.« of Mis­ 
souri soil washed by the water* 
of more different rivers than any 
place on eafth 
The Missouri river is the longest 
river in the United States and has 
the longest continuous water flow 
in the world. There is some belief 


among geologist that the Mississip. 
pi 1« a tributary of the Missouri 
river. Only a short distance from 
the meeting of these rivers, the 
Illinois flows in from the land of 
Lincoln. Only a short distance south 
the Meramec flows in from t.he 
Ozarks. The next major meeting 
of the waters Is between Byrds 
Point, Missouri 
and 
Cairo. 
Illi­ 
nois. Here the waters from fhe 
Great Divide mingle with the wa­ 
ters o*f the mighty Ohio flow-ing 
from the Eastern Divide. 
in crossing the Mississippi river 
bridge the line is plainly discern­ 
able where the waters meet. In a 
matter of minutes you can drive 
across these two rivers and be 
in three great states. With another 
short drive you can be in the Vol­ 
unteer State. South of Cape Gir­ 
ardeau and near Chaffee in Scott 
County is the diversion channel 


’ where water from the Mississippi 
can be diverted to the Little Riv- 
j er basin through the Bootheel and 
Into Big Lake in Arkansas. 
There is little doubt that this 
wa? the original course of ihe wa­ 
ter before the present channel was 
; cut. All of the higher sandy ridges 
of the Bootheel were once sand­ 
bars. Between Cape Girardeau and 
j Belmont are the Dogtooth and Tex­ 
as bends of the river. 
Long before the turn of the cen­ 
tury, Belmont was a busy river 
1 town and was the terminal point of 
i the Belmont branch railroad The 
railroad ferry boats crossed to Ca- 
lumbux, Kentucky and connected 
I the line to the southern and north­ 
ern rails. It was here that Gener­ 
al U. S. Grant began his climb to 
the top command. There is little 
j left to show that a town was ever 
j there. This point is in the emer­ 
gency Spillway built by the feder­ 
al government for protection of 
Cairo, Illinois. Is the Bootheel the 
only^ place where these waters can 
be diverted or dumped into a res­ 
ervoir? 
During the 1927 flood, before the 
construction of the spillway, the 
river tore through the old levee at 
Dorena. It created a new disipary 
in New Madrid county and min­ 
gled again with the waters of Little 
river, and the St. Francis. Buffalo 
Island, that lies in the two states 
of Missouri 
and 
Arkansas 
was 
isolated during this flood. 
Above New Madrid is where the 
Father of Waters makes a thirty 
mile Horshoe bend. It is only a 
short distance across the neck of 
this peninsula. In the earthquakes 
of 1811 and 1812 New Madrid seem­ 
ed to be in the heart of the distur­ 
bance 
A settlement where Caru- 
thei svillei now stands, w as destroy­ 
ed and across the river in Tennes­ 
see. Reel foot Latte was created.
